A large party 
destined for those pleasant summer resorts quitted 
us there, and went tumbling and rolling through the 
green woods and over the rough hills in the old- 
t'asiji'UH-tl coaches, with their brusque drivers ar.d 
gay horses. Presently we crossed the Rolling Fork, 
and entered Larue county, through one corner of 
which the road passes.

ces southward through the heart of Kentucky, 
after link is being forged in the grand chain 
which is to connect our Falls City with the sunny 
and prosperous South. It may be that the progress 
of our enterprise is not so rapid as that characteris- 
tic of other sections; but it is sure-footed. Thus 
our Nashville railway, in which so much hot* for 
the future prosperity of our city is centered, and to 
many |Bfcons of the people's money is invested, 
goes ahead— slowly, indeed, but very surely. Yes- 
terday this grand enterprise took 






and the extension of the 
trains to New Haven, Nelson county, forty-live 
miles distant, was duly commemorated. Not with 
any ostentation, but quietly, pleasantly, and com- 
fortablv. At 6 in the morning a train of cars crowd- 
ed with ladies and gentlemen, left the depot at the 
of Ninth and Broadwav. There was, of 
the preparatory shrieking of the good 
motive "Hart County," and the bustle 
sion incident to packing a half hundred well hooped 
ladies in teats designed and constructed for comfort 
ere the advent of the crinolined Empress Eugenie. 
At last we were off, and at a startling pace.— 
Houses, gardens, fences, and trees disappeared as if 
by magic. We crossed the old turnpike near the 
, but with such speed that we could 
the antiquated toll gatherer, and 
the white line of McAdam over which in stages the 
tide of travel passed in the olden time. Soon we 
had left the bright fields ripe for the sickle, and 
entered upon that wild and tangled forest, dreary at 
times, but here and there brightened by clusters of 
the fairest wild roses and the greenest of clambering 
vines— blue-bells blooming on one side, and the 
reddest of blossoms on the other. But the wild 
swamps and thick woods, which have so long made 
that sectioiifA^effersoR county famous, are losing 
their wilderness prestige. Every few rods we dis- 
covered a clearing, with a rough log house and the 
usual accompaniment of children and dogs. Upon 
several beautiful sites gentlemen of the city have 
arranged for the erection of country residences 
Among others, Prof. Yandel with his extensive 
"hennery," Mr. H. C. Pindell and his lime kilns, 
Dr. Somerby and his vineyards, Bland Ballard, and 
others. We had but time to note these outposts of 
civilization, when the shrill whistle announced our 
approach to the county seat of Bullitt. We hurried 
across the magnificent bridge which spans Salt 
River, and looked with a serio-comic feeling upon 
that stream which has become so noted as the resort 
of political defuncts. It was as placid as the brow 
of a sleeping infant, and its bright bosom sparkled 
where, through the overarching trees, the beams of 
the new, up-rising sun kissed the clear water. There 
is, however, no time for sentiment on a railway car. 
We can only glance at the long line of blue hills 
that mark the margin of the river — the graceful, 
wood -crowned hills, nick-named "knobs," that so 
pleasingly diversify the landscape, and the waving 
field* of grain, in which we occasionally saw reapers 
using the old-fashioned sickle and scythe. By and

Heavy Failure — Mysterious Disappearance,

The Croi-s.— The Helena (Ark.) Shield, of last 
week, says: 

After a careful examination of exchanges from 
almost the entire cotton growing region, we think it 
may be safely estimated that not more than half a 
crop of cotton can possibly be raised, unless the fall 
should prove remarkably Lropitious. In this section 
of country the prospect "for a good crop is gloomy in 
the extreme. 

Oats and wheat liave yielded handsomely, and 
corn now generally looks exceedingly well, but more 
rain is required to insure a good crop. 

The Vicksburg Whig, of the 9th, has the follow- 
ing: 

We regret to hear, as we do from our planting 
friends in many directions in this State and Louis- 
iana, that the cotton crop is being damaged immense- 
ly by the rust. The late heavy and protracted rains 
have also injured the crop extensively, causing a 
luxuriant and sappy growth almost entirely desti- 
tute of fruit. The grass, meantime, grows apace, 
and the battle between it and the planter waxes 
fierce and furious. 
The Cincinnati Gazette, of yesterday, says: 
Farmers are in the midst of wheat harvest, and 
within the current week this important crop will lie 
pretty generally secured in Southern Ohio, Illinois, 
Indiana, and Kentucky. In Tennessee the crop is 
already housed. The highest estimates with refer- 
ence to the yield will, we think, be realized. 

The breadth of ground planted, the yield per acre, 
and the quality are all greatly in advance of last 
year; the estimates, carefully made, place the in- 
creased y ield iu the Ohio valley at fifty-five per cent, 
on lust year's crop. Barley, rye, and oats are also 
turning" out most satisfactorily. The weather 
verv fine for corn, and, with a favorable sea 
from this out, the crop will be large beyond pre- 
cedent. 

We regret to observe unfavorable reports of the 
wheat crop from Maryland. In that State the yield 
is considerably below an average. 

From the Frontier. — On Monday last, the 29th 
ult., Mr. Flandrau, the agent for the Sioux, receiv- 
ed intelligence that three Indians, members of Ink- 
paduta's band were lurking in the neighborhood of 
the Yellow Medicine Agency. He immediately 
despatched a trustworthy Indian to the band sus- 
pected of harboring the murderers, and upon his re- 
port that a sou of Inkpaduta was certainly in tbe 
neighl>orhood, and probably two others of the band, 
Mr. Flandrau promptly and secretly formed his plans 
to arrest the murderers. 

Haviug procured from Fort Ridgely a detach- 
ment of Company D, 10th infantry, under the 
command of Lieutenant Murray, the party left the 
Agency under the leadership of Mr. Flandrau, at 
2 o'clock on Wednesday morning last. They were 
also accompanied by several Indians as guides, but 
upon whose integrity the utmost reliance could be 
placed. Among them was Hoton-was-te, or beau- 
tiful voice, one of the Indians who risked his life to 
procure the release of Miss Gardner. 

About sunrise the party arrived at an Indian vil- 
lage on the Yellow Medicine river, five miles from 
the Agencv. They immediately surrounded the 
lodge in which Inkpaduta's son was staying; but 
upon the approach of Mr. Flandrau and one of the 
Indian guides he became alarmed, and, running 
from the lodge, took refuge in a ravine where the 
grass was sufficiently high to afford a good hiding 
place. The soldiers surrounded the ravine, and 
with difficulty discovered the Indian, upon whom 
they immediately fired, inflicting several severe 
wounds. 

The Indian returned the fire with a double-barrel- 
ed shot-gun; one of the charges struck the cartridge 
box of "soldier, who thereupon rushed forward and 
bayoneted the savage. Upon examining the body, 
several wounds were discovered. The carcass of 
the murderer was left lying upon the ground, and 
d h'

Kentucky River Improvement. — A public 
meeting of the citizens of Fayette county, in refer- 
ence to the continuation of the improvement of the 
Kentucky river to the Three Forks, was held in Lex- 
ington a few days ago. The object of tbe meeting 
was to appoint delegates to a contention proposed to 
be held in the city of Lexington on the second Mon- 
day in August next, for the purpose of taking into 
osideration this important improvement, and of 
producing concentration of purpose and unity of ac- 
tion among those whose interests are deeply con- 
cerned in the speedy accomplishment of the work. 
The meeting, besides taking the necessary steps to 
have the county of Fayette represented, took occa- 
sion to express in decided terms their favorable 
ion of tbe proposition, and, without a dissenting 
voice, declared their determination to unite with 
the other counties on the Kentucky in the prosecu- 
tion of a work which will make that river naviga- 
ble at all seasons of the year. The Lexington Ob- 
server says: 

To enlarge upon the innumerable benefits which 
are to flow from the accomplishment of this great 
enterprise would be a work of supererogation in us. 
The inexhaustible supplies of coal, salt, and lumber 
to h« found in the mountains through which the head 
waters of the Kentucky river riuw, and the fact 
that they can be obtained at less than one-half the 
present value of all those articles all along the riv- 
er, when its navigation shall have l>een rendered 
safe and certain at all seasons, by the means pro- 
posed, is of itself an unanswerable argument in fa- 
vor of the work, and we anticipate from the conven- 
tion to assemble in this city on the second llond ty 
in next month the initiation of steps which will in- 
sure the ultimate success of tbe movement. 

We trust that every county on the liorders of tbe 
river, and within a convenient distance of it, will 
send full delegations to this convention; and that 
such a voice will then be raised in favor of the pro- 
posed improvement, and such measures be taken, 
as will render certain the speedy accomplishment of 
the great purpose in view. L»xington and Fayette 
county are deeply — indeed we might use a stronger 
term and say they are vitally interested in this 
work, as are "all the counties from the sources of the 
Kentucky to its mouth, and they must prove on the 
second Monday in Angnst that they are in earnest 
in their determination that the benefits of this great 
work shall no longer be withheld from the vast ex- 
tent of country interested in it. Lexington » ill 
make all needful provisions for the accommodation 
of this convention, and trusts that a large represen- 
tation will be present to unite their counsels and 
combine their energies for the speedy accomplish- 
ment of the end proposed. 

Death of an Old Pionef.r. — Elijah W. Craig, 
Esq., died at Lexington on the 5th inst. in the 78th 
year of his age. The following interesting sketch 
of his life we find in the Lexington Observer: 

Mr. Craig was bom in Caroline county, Virginia, 
September 25, 1779. His father, Joseph Craig, the 
celebrated Baptist preacher, came to Kentucky in 
1781, and settled at Craig's station, in what is now 
Garrard county, and two years after removed to 
this, Fayette county; and the subject of this notice 
has ever since been a resident of the county and 
city of Lexington. Mr. C. belonged to a family of 
great strength of mind and character, of courage 
and endurance, as is shown by their struggles with 
the native Indians, for the goodly heritage which 
we now enjoy. They were among the earliest pio- 
neers to this region of the State, and fully realised, 
in their contests with the red man. what it was to 
live upon a soil which we now talk of historically 
as "the dark and blood ground."

My Dear : Here I am at Wiesbaden, almost as 

much surprised as vou will lie to find me here. We 
have l>eeu at Schwilliach four weeks, and, being a 
little wearv, w e suddeuly concluded to examine into 
the state of our funds, aid if we could pay up. to be 
off to Wiesbaden, where we expect to meet Mrs. F. 
and receive a remittance from J. I had not intend- 
ed to leave Schwalbach finally for three weeks, h. 
had written that she was not well, and I wished her 
to join me at L. She wrote that morning, declining 
to come. C. wished to go home, so we put our 
money together and held a hurried consultation and 
thought we should have enough to get to W iesbaden. 
It was counting verv close, but still we thought we 
could minage it. We set aside enough to pay the 
Hrunnen girl who hands the water, a fee for the 
chambermaid, aud one for the head waiter.

wouldn't do! He "just sufficed to pay for 
N.'s dinner; I went without. 1 must confess we left 
Schwalbach rather disreputably. 

When we went to the post-bureau to have our 
trunks weighed, we were all afraid we should not 
have money enough. However we had a gulden 
and a half left. I am sure three people never felt 
as rich before with the same amount of funds! We 
absolutely looked at it, smiled upon it, counted it, 
gloated over it several times on the way to Wiesba- 
den. On our arrival, porterage reduced our capital 
twenty-four kreutzers. Mrs. F. had not arrived! 1 
immediately wrote to the Consul, and Miss F. en- 
closed a letter to her mother, at Frankfort. We 
paid postage, which took our loose change, and went 
to bed with gloomy thoughts, a florin and kreutzer! 

I am writing rav letter before breakf.ist. I will 
write also at Frankfort, where I will go this after- 
noon. To-morrow is the Sabbath; I shall pass it in 
Frankfort. Mondav morning at 10 o'clock we go to 
Heidelberg; C. and* J. will meet us there. We will 
stay some hours and explore the old castle; then 
home to tea. 

Fraxkfokt, Sunday Morning, June 14, 1857. 
I have a sort of pride in commencing to 
write to you again befoie breakfjst. I had not 
much to "be proud of, dear F., for ju»t at that 
moment the waiter came in with the coffee. I h id 
something to be glid of, however, for it was a very 
good breakfan! I must now go back and tell you 
something of yesterday. Immediately after break- 
fast, we started to walk— went first to the ''A'ocA- 
orwiuen," or boiling spring. It looks like it might 
answer for a wash-boiler for one of our mammoth 
New York hotels. I tasted the water with consider- 
able misgivings and found it detestable. Imagine 
to yourself hot Blue Lick water; don't you suppose 
it would be delectable? We then walked to the ton 
of one of the mountains to see the Greek Chapel. 
We had a lovely w alk, winding round the side of 
the hill, and we found the chapel resplendant! It 
is very lofty, capped by five minarets, one in the 
centre and four surrounding it. Upon each of these 
minarets is a dome of gold! It looks like gold, and, 
as I could not handle it, there is no use in being 
critical. You could not say of it, "How is the gold 
become dim and the most fine gold changed." hach 
minaret looked like the sun at noonday, borrowing 
the sun's revs and outttashing her. It was dazzling 
to behold! This chapel is the mausoleum of the 
Grand Duchess of Nassau. She has been dead 
twelve years — died at nineteen. In a little recess of 
the chapel is her tomb, and upon it a most beautiful 
piece of sculpture, a female figure, said to be a good 
likeness of the Grand Duchess. The cast must 
have been taken 

"Before decay's effacing fingers 
Had Mwept the Hues where beauty lingers." 

u The mild angelic air, the rapture of repose," in 
that image of beauty, I never saw equalled. Six of 
the apostles are carved on one side of the Sarcopha- 
gus and six on the other. The four corners are sup- 
ported by Wisdom, Faith, Hope, and Love. The 
floor is of tesselated marble, and the walls covered 
with beautiful paintings representing the patron 
saints of Russia and Nassau. The Grand Duchess 
was the cousin' of the present Emperor of Kussii. 
Of course we had a fee to pay to the man who shows 
the chapel. We had not tbought of this till the last 
moment, then held a hasty council over our last 
gulden Hather a crisis in our affaire! Three wo- 
men at Wiesbaden, the capital of Nastau, sight-see- 
ing and giving themselves airs, with one florin and 
one kreutzer, not even enough to try our fortunes at 
the gambling table! You mast have two florins for 
that! Situated as we were, the florin was "decidedly 
too much, but we could not hand it and ask for 
change. We concluded to show our princely love 
of art by giving all that we had. Then, in a somewhat 
embarrassed state, sought a quiet spot under the 
trees to consult! Before leaving the hotel in the 
morning, we told the waiter we should not dine 
there. We expected Mrs. F. bro"ur money before din- 
ner, and we intended to have a magnificent repast, 
at the Kursaal, when we returned. It was nearly one 
when we got back to the hotel. The walk and the 
mountain air had -riven the girls quite an appetite. 
We found no Mrs.F., noletter, no money! C. cned, and 
C. and myself were more heroic! At half-past one 
the door opened and in walked Elinor F. with Con- 
sul Kickeu's housekeeper, a man servant, and better 
stilL money, In abundance! With merry hearts, 
we took onr wav to the Kursaal, ordered a private 
dinner and enjoyed it! The Kursaal is a magnificent 
place. Dining-room, reading-room, gaming-rooms, 
ball-room. After dinner we toot our servants and 
went into the otun/fio-rooms. There were two large 
rooms open; in one thev were placing rouge et noir, 
in the other roulette. Men and women, young and 
old, were closely seated round the tables, and many 
spectators seated around. There was perfect silence 
in the rooms. Any one can go to and look, but there 
must be silence! I stood some time at each table 
looking at the countenances of the players as their 
rouleaus of gold would grow small by degree* and 
beautifully less.

Elopement is IIi.iH Lot — A Husband 
pes his Wrongs.— Just a week ago. when New York 
wag. under the utmost excitement consequent upon 
the Scenes of riot and hkjodahed enacted the nikht 
wsvious. iH Williamsburg, also, a scene in which 
bloodshed resulted, not between characters as-imila- 
ting to "Dead Kabbiu" and such ilk, but among 
persons of the highest respectability aud standing 
in the business community, as well as the social cli- 
cks of >V* York. The affair grew out of a young 
man attempting to elope with a married woman, 
when be was pursued bv the husband, who, in the 
heat of passion, repeatedlv stabbed the young man 
with a 1 -owie knife, until it was supposed he was 



mortally wounded. The affair occurred between 
3 and 4 o'clock on Sunday morning, the 5th inst., 
without any outcry having been made, and there 
has since been no effort to suppress the facts from 
theaoasipping world. We give the fact* Mow; 

Mr. A is a heavy merchant in New Y ork, and 

his residence for some time past has been in Wil- 
liamsburg, in the aristocratic portion of the city 
known as the South side. His wite U a beautiful 
and accomplished woman, belonging to a wealthy 
and highly respectable family in New Y'ork, and 
was k>->ked upon by her husband as everything that 
could tie desired in* a partner for life. 

The third person, Mr. B., a young man doing busi- 
ness iu New York, is also of high standing. 

Some three months since, the wife and Mr. H. 
formed an acquaintance in a Broad wi v saloon. The 
two frequently met at the sam; place, and finally 
became ardeutly attached, and feeling that they 
would be unhappy if they were separated, the lady 
decided to abandon her husband and children and 
elope with her lover. Early on the morning of the 
4th was fixed upon to consummate their designs and 
carry their plans into execution. 

lue husband had received some intimation of the 
»tep his wife was about to take, and. although he 
could not credit the rumor, decided to be fully con- 
vinced of its truth or falsify*. 

On the morning in question Mrs. A. left the house, 
and, meeting a carriage, she imme'Hatelv sprunj 
into it, when the driver proceeded toward the >outli 
Tentli street fern-. 

The husband was now convinced of his wife's per- 
fidy, and, overtaking the carriage, wrenched open 
the door and immediately commenced an onslaught 
upon the young man with a bowie-knife, and did not 
desist until he had inflicted a dangerous wound in 
the neck, several upon the arm — one of which will 
render the arm useless — and also a severe gash across 
his stomach. During the melee the young man dis- 
charged bis pistol, the ball grazing hie adversary's 
forehead and causing a slight wound. 

The carriage was turned back to the house, the 
young man removed to a room, and the family phy- 
sician was called in to dress the wounds. 

At this stage of the affair the two gentlemen re- 
cognized each other as intimate business friends in 
New York. 

As the lady remained incog., Mr. B. declared that 
he was not aware of the relations existing between 
Mr. A. and the lady, or he would not for the world 
have taken this step, 

Mr. A. was sorry for his radinest, and regretted 
that he had not allowed his * ife to leave without 
molestation.
